‘The number of White Churches which have contributed this year is 433 less 
than contributed last- year. 


The moneys here credited to Freedmen’ - Churches include only 
the amounts reported to the Committee, as given in support of our 
missionaries among them and for the various other o jects which 
pertain to church-work in this field. A portion of the amount thus 
reported may have gone to other treasuries of our Church, but just 
how much we cannot tell. In any case, the figures named may be 
considered as approximating, very nearly, the actual amount given in 
‘money by these churches and schools in support of the work under 


care of your Committee. Much more has been done by them in labor 


in the erection of churches, &c., upon which we have no means of 
‘oom tage ything like a correctly estimated cash value. A number 
ve made contributions to other Boards of our Church. 
Boxes of clothing, a of them very valuable, and Sabbath-school 
libraries and have been given; and we think that, — it was 
generally realized how much withye are needed, and how gratefully they 


are tandived ss these poor people, such donations would be ery,

DEBT. 

THE Otp Dest, found upon. the work at time of re-union in 1870, 
your Committee takes pleasure in stating, has at length been liquidated, 
save, as already named, the balance due on a single salary. But in 
accomplishing this, a NEW DEBT—the first since re-union—has been | 
necessarily incurred. It was deemed safe to suppose, that at least as" 
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in the year preceding, and our schedule was made out accordingly, 


including the payment of the entire balance of the old debt. ‘The 


results of last year’s “panic,” however, it was soon discovered, were 
affecting the financial interests of the country this year quite as 
seriously as the panic itself did last year, and worse as to time— 


operating from the beginning of the ecclesiastical year. Accordingly, — 


reduction of schedule work was made wherever it was deemed ad- 
missible, and by carefully husbanding our funds, we hoped still to 
reach the end of the year without incurring a new indebtedness; and 
up to January our receipts were encouraging in this regard. But the 
receipts of January, as compared with the receipts of the same month 
in the year preceding, fell off largely, while those of February did 

nothing to remedy the deficit, and so left your Committee without 
funds to meet, as it has always heretofore done, the amount borrowed 
in the preceding autumn, nor did March bring the relief needed. 
Hence our new indebtedness, which we so fondly hoped to avoid; and 
not this alone, we are also left without the working balance always 


found so necessary to supplement the short receipts of the summer > 


months. We earnestly ask for speedy relief, and that pastors and 
ruling elders will remember that they alone are the agents and 
collectors for this work of our Church. It has no other. | 


MISSIONARIES. 


These are preachers, catechists and teachers; and in the work 


under care of the Committee the past year—including a few assistants 
in schools—the number is as follows: 


Ordained ministers, of whom 20 are 34 36 
* Teachers—males—of whom 17 are “ 21 53: 
74 | 


Most of these ministers have large fields to care for, including 
in some cases four, six, and seven churches; but they cheerfully 
“endure hardness.” The catechists are very useful assistant mission~ 
aries, and the statistical reports sent up by our ministers under whose 
direction they act, show that they have done a large amount of 
valuable Church and Sabbath-school work. The teachers, it should 
-be remembered, are sent, not as mere educators, but as Christian 
missionaries. | 
Asa rule, your Committee employs as teachers only members of the 

Presbyterian Church ; and, in general, they seem to realize that their 
mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 
praise, scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction a constant ac- 
companiment to the daily routine of school exercises." ee 
_ In this missionary spirit of our teachers, as we think, lies one grand 
power of our work. As a rule, each minister can reach any given 


— 


* Besides these 21, 7 of our ministers and 6 catechists have also been engaged in teaching. ‘ 
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church under his care but every third or fourth Sabbath. And he 
deals, for the most part, with adults whose moral and intellectual 
culture has been but little, and even at this, sadly defective; while 
our teachers, day by day, week-day and Sabbath-day, in hourly contact | 
with the young, under circumstances that inspire the one with the 


— interest, and the other with the highest regard, have, under 

, & power for good, of which —— only those familiar with both 
have any adequate os ence, it is felt that one great want 
of our work is, means sufficient to supply every church under our care 
with a ial school. At present not one-half are regularly so 
supplied, and some of the neglected are not only among the largest, 
but of the very best material. And by thus failing to educate the 
children of large bodies of the best element under our control, we not — 
only neglect the children of our-own Church, but necessarily lose a 


large amount of influence for good, which we might otherwise exert.

Comparing the present report with that of last year, it will be observed 


that the number of churches is greater by 8; that the number added on 


examination is greater by 83; and that the whole number of communi-

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_ Of church buildings, 5 have been completed during the year, 8 are 
incomplete, and the whole number reported is 92. Belonging to these 
are 10 manses or homes, all of which are free from debt. The united 
value of these churches, manses, homes and school buildings connected 
with them, is estimated at $95,895. This does not include the

SCHOOLS. 
Whole number of day-schools, 39 


Our schools, with but one or two exceptions, continue to be strictly 


hial. Owing to necessary retrenchment on account of scarcity of 


funds; the number of schools has been somewhat reduced. But sta- 
tistical reports from the field go to show, that besides the large amount 


of “good seed” sown in the hearts of the young by our missionary - 


teachers, their work still tells largely in the way of 


TRAINING TEACHERS 


for their own race. 17 of our schools report that within the last 
year, mostly in vacation, 149 of their .scholars have taught 427 
months, equal to over 35 years—their schools enrolling 5,425 scholars; 


and that they received for their services, in cash and boarding, about _ 


$10,448; also that 39 of these, while thus engaged, superintended 
Sabbath-schools which enrolled 2,400 scholars. | 

In the school de ent of our work are several institutions 
designed to be of a Righer order than those usually known as “ com- 


- mon,” (though some of these are of high grade,) to which we would 


call particular attention. 


1. Bropie Memoria Instrrure, Charlotte, N. C., Rev. 8. Mat- 
toon, D. D., President, Rev. J. H. SHEDD and Rev. R. M. Hatt, 
Professors, with three assistants. This Institute, erteieeaees ine the 
special purpose of training colored preachers, catechists an ers, 
as instructors of their own race, holds a place of the first importance 
in the work of our Church among the Freedmen. It is located in their 


midst, among the best of their class, and at the terminus of six rail 


roads. Hence it is easy of access, attracts the most desirable students, 
keeps them surrounded by their own people, among whom they find 
abundant opportunity for doing good during term time, and in vacation 
an a field near at hand for missionary work so greatly needed. 
Another advantage is, that thus surrounded, they will retain, in a 
large measure the simple and inexpensive habits of their own people ; 
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and-moreover, having been gathered from, and thus constantly kept in — 
. eontact with those among whom, for the most part, they are preparing 

to labor, they will necessarily retain a oneness of feeling with, and an 
3 eee for laboring among them, which may scarcely be hoped for — 


in those who have not been so gathered and so trained. 

-- This ‘institution reports 133 students enrolled during the present 
term, of whom 76 are professors of religion, 36 are studying for the 
gospel ministry and 20 are catechists. Of the whole number, there are 
in the Theological Department, 10; Classical Department, 40; English 
and Normal De ment, 83. It has a fine location upon a plat of 
20 acres, overlooking the city of Charlotte, and about three-quarters 
of a mile from its limits. The buildings consist of the Institute, a 


- substantial frame, 50 by 54 feet, affording chapel, three recitation 


rooms and nine large rooms for dormitories, two houses for professors, 


a boarding hall and two small dormitories. The lot and buildings are 


free from debt, and are valued at about $17,000. : | 
There is, however, but a partial endowment of only a single — 
ship, and hence the salaries of the professors must be paid by your 


Committee, as are those.of other missionaries, while there are only two | 


houses for their accommodation. The Institute buildings also afford 
comfortable accommodations for only 90 students, while there should 


be room for many more. Endowment and building funds, then, are 


& pressing necessity, and these wants cannot long be denied without 
seriously hindering its prosperity and usefulness. We earnestly com- 
mend it to the prayers and liberality of all who have an interest in the 
Freedmen, on account of their past history, their present citizenship 


_ and necessities, or their relations to Africa, to which several -of its — 


students have been looking forward as their future field of labor. 
Scholarships of $100 for a single year, or for each of a number of years 
consecutively ; a general fund to aid students who can support them- 
selves for but part of a single term; and supplies of bedding and 
substantial clothing, are in constant demand. 


_ The president and professors, aided by catechists, have the addi- — 
tional labor of caring for 20 churches. | 


Hs Scorra SEMINARY, for colored girls, is located at Concord, , 


N. C., under superintendence of Rev. Luke Dor.anp. 

It has three lady teachers, and its design, as expressed in its charter, 
is “to educate colored girls, in Religion, and in the Arts and Sciences 
usually taught in Seminaries of a high order;:and in those domestic 
duties which belong to the highest type of wife, mother, and teacher.” 


It nee 93 pupils, of whom 62 are professors of religion—50 of them 


members of the Presbyterian church, and 30 have taught during the year 


- gbout 80 months. In addition to their religious and intellectual culture, 


upon which great care is bestowed, they are taught to cut, make and 
mend their own clothing; also finer needle-work ; and they perform 
the entire household work of the institution, including cooking, washing, 
ironing, &c.; all of which is so systematized that each has a different 
work to do regularly for one‘month, when the whole is re-arranged for 


another month ; and ‘these duties are never allowed to trench upon the 
hours assigned to study and recitation. This systematic training is of 
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_ value to those whose previous condition naturally induced ‘eure 
ess h 


It has a half acre lot upon which are a small Seminary building, a 
refectory, and a small manse or home; also additional grounds upon 


_ which it is designed to erect a main building so soon as sufficient funds 


can be secured. For this a few thousand dollars have been donated, 
and still other sums have been offered, payable on condition of a given 
sum being secured ; it has also $1,000 on endowment fund. The main - 
building is greatly needed. Scholarships of $50 per year—or term of 
8 months—and partial scholarships; also supplies of ladies’ good 


- second-hand wearing apparel are very desirable. The benevolence of 
‘a goodly number has been manifested in these regards, but continuance 


and increase of the same are still needed. :; 
This institution is the only one of its kind under care of the 


Committee, and its success is deemed of special importance, both for 
the training of teachers for schools, and for the proper cultivation of 


refinement and virtue among both sexes. It has no indebtedness, and 
should be so continued.. 

The present buildings are very small, inferior, and altogether 
inadequate to the wants of the Seminary. A suitable main building 
is a deeply felt necessity, and those who have been struggling to obtain 


it begin to feel that “‘ hope deferred maketh the heart sick.” 


The superintendent of this Seminary has the care also of four 
churches. | |

3. AcapeEmy, Charleston, 8. C., Rev. W. A. Pat- 
TON, Principal, has a good building, including chapel and school-rooms, 
also a “Home,” and the whole, including the lot, is valued at 
$13,450. It enrolls 182 students—of whom two are for the gospel 
ministry, and 1 has acted as a catechist—and requires the services 
of the principal and four teachers; but has neither endowment fund 
nor Llesoulienl apparatus. This institution is taking a much higher 
grade is doing an excellent work and should be carefully fostered. 
‘he principal has the care also of several churches, and a mission 


chapel in connection with Wallingford church. 


4, BRAINERD ScHOOL, at Chester, 8. C., Rev. S. Loomts, Super- 
intendent, is well located in the edge of Chester, upon a lot containing 
one acre and a quarter. Upon this it has a neat two-story frame 
building, combining school-rooms, and rooms for a missionary “:Home,” 


also two cottages, (with others in contemplation,) for educational pur- 


. It reports 100 pupils. . 
_ The special object of this school is to give higher educational 


_ advantages to the children of the Presbyterian families in the Chester 


Mission. Of the students now in attendance eight have the gospel 
ministry in view; and three of these, under the direction of Mr. — 


_ Loomis, act as catechists in the surrounding churehes of which he has 


This is a school of much promise, and funds to complete the buildings 
and otherwise carry out its design, would be well bestowed. =

In considering the figures of this table, it should be remembered that 
those pertaining to students for the gospel ministry, catechists, and 
superintending of Sabbath-schools,,came from but three of the four 
institutions named, as Scotia Seminary is only for girls. 

Surely we need not farther multiply words, in order to show that 
t success to our higher schools in the work for 
which they have been specially designed—“ the training of preachers, 
catechists and teachers, for their own race.” | | 


The teachers of our parochial schools are required to ask of each 
pupil a small tuition-fee per week, and to collect the same, so far as 
practicable, where doing so may not seem oppressive, the amount to be 
reported monthly to the office of the Committee. In this way nearly 
every school has been induced to do something towards ng. ame 
and the total amount reported, as thus raised during the six months of 
the present school term, up to April Ist, is $730.73. 


WORK. 


_ As heretofore, so still, the work of your Committee is larger and 
more complicated than many—as we ju em to have supposed.

“FRIENDLY RELATIONS.” 


One of our colored missionaries, in writing to our office not long 
since, and referring to a late editorial in the PRESBYTERIAN BANNER, 
says—“ The Banner hits the point when it says: ‘Every day is 
teaching us most impressively that something more than the elective 
franchise, or merely secular education, is necessary to the proper 
elevation of the colored people of the South and the restoration of 
friendly relations between them and the whites,’ &. The colored 
ar in the South who are educated in the head and in the heart 

ave no trouble with the whites.” Precisely in accordance with this 
is the pleasing fact alluded to in several of our annual reports, viz: 
the constantly accumulating evidence—as reported by our missionaries 

—of a large increase of kindly feeling on the part of Southern people 
toward our workers and their work, evidencing a constantly growing 
impression that this work is of the first importance, not only to the 
colored people, but also to those among whom they dwell. 


CONCLUSION. 


It would have given great pleasure to your Committee to have been 
— able, at the close of another year, to report a gues enlarged work. 
But this, as already indicated, thé moneys which the Church has put 
at our disposal would not allow; and in this connection we deem it 
appropriate at least, to quote still farther from the letter of our colored — 
missionary just referred to. In alluding to this lack of funds he 
| uy hardly know how to begin, we have said so much about the 
‘ vastness of the field,’ the ‘ whiteness of the harvest,’ the ‘ need of more 
laborers,’ &c., that it seems to exert but little influence upon the minds 
of many good Presbyterian men and women in the North. I wish 
some one could draw a pen picture of our condition, with illustrations 
as clear as those in the Bible Looking Glass, and put them into the 
hands of every friend to the cause of Christ and the suffering poor in 
our own country. Without fear of being charged with e ration, 
I say unhesitatingly that there is no department of benevolent work 
in connection with the great Presbyterian Church that demands more 
sympathy than this work among the Freedmen. Four millions of 
human beings born in a day—emancipated from slavery, with all the 
ignorance, superstition, corruption and poverty that had accumulated 
in two hundred and fifty years—are a part of the American citizenship. 
They are free men, who must help to govern the nation, and whose 
_ influence, either for good or evil, upon the present and future gener- 
ations of this country, is by no means small. 

“If our people are educated in the head and in the heart, they will 
be a power for good in the State and in the Church; but if they are 
neglected, if they fail to receive proper religious training, they will be 
a power for evil everywhere; they will remain as stumbling mud-sills 
in society, and will die as poor in body and soul as the heathen, and 
away into everlasting punishment. ill the Church allow this to 
the case? It will not, it cannot.” 
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May these last words of this heart-picture be indeed prophetic. Let 
the ministers of our Church who are of the more favored race, study it 
until they have taken in all its meaning. Then let them mirror to 


their people, as never before, the vastness of this field “ white already © 


to harvest,” the “more laborers” already waiting to enter and reap, 
while the Church fails to hire them, though she has every reason to 
believe they would gather “an hundredfold into life everlasting ;” 
FOUR MILLIONS of people in all the poverty, ignorance, superstition 
and moral corruption incident to two hundred and fifty years of 
bondage, lifted in a single hour to citizenship—AMERICAN citizenship, 
with all its weighty responsibilities; no longer slaves but rulers, and 
80 & power in the land—a power for good or for evil, according as 
their moral and intellectual culture shall be cared for or neglected by 
those to whom aa naturally and rightfully look, nor look alone, but 
_ plead for the privileges of the CaurcH and the ScHoot1, without which 
| mo | must indeed remain but “as stumbling mud-sills in society” here,

The Standing Committee, to which was referred the Report of the 
Presbyterian Committee of Missions for Freedmen, through its chair- 


man, Rev. Ricuarp H. Auten, D. D., presented the following 


resolutions, which were unanimously adopted, viz: 


1. That the Assembly heartily commends the fidelity, and economy of. the 
Committee in accomplishing so good a work under the embarrassing circum- 
stances of the past year, and with the limited means at their command. — 

2. The Assembly again cordially commends to its churches the Committee of 
Missions for Freedmen, urging upon its Ministers and Ruling Elders the import- 
ance and necessity of presenting the claims of this cause to the people with a 
view of enlarging the work and prosecuting it with more vigor. 

8. That in view of the present indebtedness of the Committee, and of the 
special need of funds for the support of the work during the summer months, a 
special appeal ie aid be made to the 3,471 churches which did not contribute 
last year. | 

4. That the Presbyteries be directed, at their Fall alae to call the 
attention of delinquent churches to the importance of this cause. 

5. That, in view of the lasting benefits which would result from a thorough 
education of the Freedmen of the South, and the great danger which threatens 


our country by a neglect of it, the Assembly directs the Committee to take means 


without delay to increase the efficiency and usefulness of our institutions in the 
South, designed for the higher education of both sexes, by securing additional 
buildings and endowments. 

6. That the Assembly directs that the Annual Report of the Committee be 
printed under its supervision ; that the Minutes of the Committee be approved, 
and that the following persons be tN the Presbyterian Committee of 
Missions for Freedmen for the present year, viz
